On the’ obverse side of this sneet Is a report From Laurie Boyer that has 

given me several sleepless nights in trying to decide whether or not to 

print. It was decided in the affirmative for the following reasons: 

l. To fulfill the specifiie¢ request of one of our Néw Zealand members. 

2. To show you members how fast a difference of opinion can grow into 
an.active dissension;and the wisdom shown by Fred and Lefty last season 
in decrying the trends of some of our discussions, 

Iam half afraid to say anything more about Laurie's report for fear of 
heaping coals upon the fire, however, I do believe that Laurie has the 
wrong interpretation on some of the iteris he mentions, namely: 

1. Kents.report appeared in #29,Vol 23. In that very same issue I, 
Hal Wagner, snoke out bluntly against the scheme that Ken said their NZ 
Club was adopting (le, of not counting veries from so-called impossible 
to receive stations.) , 

Li tanbury's comments appeared in the same manner as did Kents but 
two issues later in # 31, so he did not rush into print. 

5. Stanbury's report to 4YZ was.a single line on a NRC report form 
(I have it in my files, NRC Board Chairman Gorsuch has the postal card 
report), I condemened both these reports in # 9,Vol.23. The NRC board, 
very wisely I feel, decided that immediate expulsion in such cases was 
not the answer and instead qa program of education in proper reporting 
(#25,V01.23) was initiated and expulsion will be the final step if the 

xXer will not respond to the educational and .persuasive tatics employcd. 
I'm very sure that very few U.5. Dxers realized the detail carried in 
newspaper schedules in NZ, as was also shown in this article, an item 
which WZ DxXers know from the time they can read. 

4. It is quite true we do not know DX conditions in NZ, However, the 
phenomena of the propagation of radio waves, something which is varying 
from minute to minute, hour by hour, season by season, is worldwide and 
is not limited alone to the Northern hemisphere, 

5. Wo one was questioning Ken Mackey's ability or integrity. He was 
not reporting his own opinion but was reporting the action of a NZ DX 
Club he belonged to, From Ken's reports to the NRC, to the KZ Club and 
from his standings in the ratings in both clubs, I also believe that Ken 
for the past several vaars nas been the peer of the NZ DXers. And in 
that respect I also believe you HZ boys have it way over us. How many 
of us would scrounge to get doliars or battle with tho authorities for 
money orders as these Z boys do to belong to the IlRC--and then wait 
7 to 8 weeks for the bulletins to arrive? 

I still condom such sketchy rcports that ths station personnel can 
not positively ensel thoir logs. It appears to ms, that so many of the 
stations have been so hombazdel by reports, by follow-ups, ctc., that 
many of them have adopted a ' To Hee-- with it! policy and cither throw 
every roport away unanswered, or ¢lse vorify every report they gct, 
whether correct or not, I have roecivod a verie from CP3 in response to 
a thank you letter and T'm willing to bet Hank Holbrook will pet some 
veries back from the list of stations he is writing to for programs, I 
remember reading tre case of a DXcr(?) sanding the same tentative report 
to Thule AFB, 1425 ke. and to Panama Canal Zone AFRS on 1420 ke. and in 
due covrse of time reenived a verification from both stations- - - - - 
Did ne discard both veries? Or. did ne keep them? Wo doubt if a person 
was ¢chneat enough to send entircly fictitious reports to the majority of 
the world's radio stations he would reesive quite a collection of bona- 
fide verics, If stations will verify.as easily as I've skown here it 
leads to the all important question each one of us should ponder over. 

OF WHAT VALUE IS A VERIFICATION? 

Your opinions and ideas are still wanted in your reports, nowever we 
must insist.that personalities be left out, we are in this hobby for 
fun, not fighting. If vou feel that you want to write an editorial 
gend it directly to me, do not’ send it to the editors. In this way I 


can sasily segregate tne bulletin to keep pages such as this from going 
to other than’our members.
